Rnssian. E!»tomolog:ist'K Novel Meth- 


od of Developing Them. 


A new method of feeding trees and 


plants without the agency of the roots 
has been discovered by tbe well known 
Russian entomologist. M. S. A. Mo- 
krshezki, who has explained bis dis- 
covery in a lecture before the Imperial 
Botanical society of St. Petersburg, 
says the Xew York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. He has invented apparatus by 
•which he can introduce ir.to the stems 
of apple and pear trees salts of iron 
cither in tbe form of a solid or in solu- 
tion. Tbe effect of the chemicals is, on 
tbe oue band, completely to cure the 
tree of chlorcse. and on the other to 
stimulate its growth in an important 
degree. 


Among other extensive researches 


the scientist has applied bis theory to 
800 fruit trees growing on the south- 
ern shore of tbe Crimea. By introduc- 
ing dry sulphate of copper into the 
stilus be produced an unusual develop- 
ment of the trees, as many photo- 
graphs testified. M. Mokrshezki con- 
siders that in this way Ibe size of a 
fruit tree can be increased, its color 
igiproved aud varied aud its diseases 
removed.

Betvare of the Egg That Floats. 
A new method of testing eggs for 


tbeir freshness has been communicated 
to the Agricultural society of Saxony, 
says the Louisville Coimer-Join-iial. An 
egg plunged in water tends to rise-with 
more buoyancy, according to its age, 
owing to the enlargement of the empty 
space at the thick end by evaporation 
of water from the white. Hence the 
egg takes a different position in the 
water. Fresh eggs remain horizontal, 
an egg three to five days old makes an 
angle of twenty degrees with the hori- 
zon, one eight days old gives an angle 
over forty-five degrees, and at the end 
of fourteen days the angle is sixty de- 
grees. An egg three weeks old lies at 
seventy degrees. One three months old 
remains vertical, and when it is older 


it floats.

Long Journey to Find Enemy 


of Queensland Fruit Fly. 


THE QUEST OF A OALirOBNIAK 


With • MnKnlfylncr 
Olnm» 


Compere Will Vi«U the Orclinriln 
•nd Vineyard* of the World, Hiint- 
t»m For a Bus That Will Prey Upon 
the Austral Inn Pest. 
"Because a fly, iu advance of as terri- 


bly devastating an army of insects as 
ever set it" plague hold upon-a fertile 
land, came in an evil hour to Austra- 
lia, George Compere of California hab 
started around the world to find the in 
sect that preys upon the destroyer, says 
the San Francisco Examiner. 


Every insect has its own particulai 


enemy. Mr. Compere will continue to 
search, \vith magnifying glass in hand 
until he finds the specimen for which 
he is sent His success affords the only 
hope of salvation for Australia's fruit 
growers. He will carry the searclij if 
necessary, into every portion of the 
globe where an insett can thrive. He 
has been employed by the Australian 
government to perform this singular 
errand. 


En route Mr. Compere stopped long 


enough in San Francisco to thoroughly 
acquaint the board of horticulture with 
the new danger which demands their 
zeal. 


"If one of these flies should come to 


California," said Mr. Compere with 
simple earnestness, "the consequences 
might be fatal to the fruit industry 
here for all time to come." 


1 
These words were not idly spoken, 


for Mr. Compere is a careful, conserv- 
ative man, who, realizing the power of 
the pest whose annihilation depends 
upon his endeavors, is gravely appre- 
hensive for the safety of the state. 
With farseeing eyes be beholds the pic- 
ture of desolation that our fair land 
"would present were the dreaded fly to 
reach California before he finds its an- 
tagonist. 


'This warning has been heeded. Sen- 


tinels at the orchard outposts of Cali- 
fornia are watching with the utmost 
vigilance every sort of craft that sails 
from the antipodes through the Golden 
Gate. These sentinels are the members 
of the board, an<J down at the docks 
• they guard" the state's splendid or- 
chards from chatice invasion by the 
worst enemy that could enter the.ir do- 
main. This enemy is the Queensland 
fly. 
' For many miles around Queensland 
the farmers have been burning their 
beautiful trees and sadly setting them- 
selves to the only task they may now 
venture upon without ruin to tbem- 
selves. They are either converting their 
acres "to pasture land or plowing and 


to jeap**1 such products as 


•wheat and barley in place of the fruits 


•> ,0 that were their pride and their means 


of maintenance until a fiy came to 
Queensland on a vessel from the Mcd- 
,-iterranean. , 


The Queensland fruit fly cannot be 


fought by the ordinary methods of 
spraying, as it does not itself eat the 


1 fruit, but pierces through the skin and 
deposits eggs that, developing into lar- 
• vae, eat their way through the solid 
• flesh of the fruit, secure from all 
sprays, washes and fumigations except 
such as would destroy the crop entire- 
ly. .No means of checking the fly has 
ever been known, and that is why 
.George Compere is going around the 
world in snch a hurry. 


Mr. Compere makes the interesting 


statement that nothing is a pest in its 
own native country, because there will 
be found in that place its natural ene- 
my, which- will hold it in check. When 
a destructive bug succeeds in escaping 
from its borne and getting to some oth- 
er-country, it so thrives and multiplies 
that it soon eats up and"destroys all of 
the material upon which-it feeds, and 
if that happens to be anything like 
fruit the damage is incalculable. But 
if the country where the pest started 
can be found there also will be discov- 
ered some sort of an enemy which will 
destroy it.
